Washington, May 29. —In the Senate 
this afternoon Senator* Paynter and 
Bradley locked homa oyer the duty on 
broom com. It waa lively while it last- 
ed. but devoid of any bitterneaa. An 
amendment to the tariff bill had been 
brought in by Senator Aldrich, placing 
a duty of $3 a ton on broom com. So 
auddenly waa it adopted that only a few 
of the Senator* knew that it had been 
•prung. 

Senator Paynter a*ked for a recon- 
aideration and produced a letter from 
Kentucky in which the claim waa made 
that broom com waa controlled by the 
American Warehouae Company and 
that a tariff on it would greatly bene- 
fit the ao-called truat. An objection 
to the reading of the letter wa* made 
by Mr. Aldrich, when Senate r Bradley 
aroae and aaid he had a number of let- 
tera from Kentucky asking for a duty 
on broom com. 

Senator Paynter demanded to know 
who the writer* of the letter* were. 

"I will *ay to my colleague that they 
are from producer* of broom corn in 
Ketnucky," answered Senator Bradley. 

The Senate refused to reeonaider the 
vote on the item. 



Pursuant to notice, on Saturday 
morning.

J. W. Blue then announced 
the terras of care for lota for the year, 
insisting that every lot owner pay hia 
part in helping care for the Cemetery. 
Dr. T. A. Frazer auggeated that, on 
next Decoration Day, we try to have a 
greater intereat by all town people and 
make it a meeting in which everybody 
will take part, and sec that every 
grave in the Cemetery be decorated. 
On Monday afternoon, at the office of 
Blue & Nunn, the Directora held their 
meeting and elected the following 
officers for the year: — Dr. R. L. Moore. 
President; Gua Taylor. Vice-President; 
Cora P. Crider, Treasurer; and Nolle 
Walker, Secretary. Uncle Dock Green 
appointed a* sexton.

Oklahoma City, Ok la.. May 29. — Fif- 
teen and perhaps thirty more persona 
were killed tonight in a tornado that 
devastated the Oklahoma towns of Key 
West and Depew. Forty or more are 
injured. 

At least ten were killed in Key West 
That figure ia confirmed by a number 
of people who fled juat before the atorm 
Five are dead at Depew. The tornado 
■wept over a large atretch of fanning 
country. Wires are down and many 
rumors of death and destruction at iso- 
lated [mints could not be confirmed to- 
night 

Following the wind came a deluge of 
rum. Floods then added their terrors 
to the situation. The wreckage of Key 
West was soon swept away by the ris- 
ing waters. Practically nothing was 
left of the town of two hundred inhab- 
itants. 

Among the injured is a young woman 
named Brace. She was in the post-of- 
fice and the building was blown away. 

The residence of J. L. Hart was de- 
molished after having been rolled over 
with the occupants inside. Mrs. Hart's 
back was broken; a little girl's limb 
was wrenched from her thigh, and 
Hart nnd two other children were injur- 
ed. Depew waa destroyed by a double 
twi*ter that was formed from that 
striking Key West and traveled in a 
northeasterly direction and another 
cowing from the East. The tornado 
wiped out Depew, then | ushed north- 
east. 



Hrownwood, Texas. May 20. —A tor- 
nado of great fury struck the little vil- 
lage of Zephyr in the eastern portion 
of Brown county at one o'clock Sunday 
morning and left a path of death and 
destruction seldom paralleled. The 
death list has reached a total of thirty- 
two and the number of seriously and 
fatally wounded will reach fifty. 

The storm formed half a mile south 
of Zephyr and swept down on the vil- 
lage, cutting a wide path through the 
residence and business disirict. Near- 
ly fifty house# were demolished. Light- 
ning struck a lumber vard and started 
a conflagration which destroyed one 
entire business block . No effort was 
made to fight the fire, as the rare of 
the dead very soon demanded all atten- 
tion.

oppression of the American Tobacco 
Company, and that unless the inter- 
nal revenue tax on leaf tobacco in the 
hand is repealed, these outrages will 
again occur, was the declaration made 
by Senator Bradley of Kentucky, in 
urging the adoption of his amendment 
to the senate bill. This amendment 
proposes to restore in the tariff bill 
the House provision for the free sale 
of leaf tobacco by the farmer, which 
was stricken out by the finance com- 
mittee of the Senate. 

Mr. Bradley reviewed the growth of 
the American Tobacco Company from 
the time of its organization in 1900 
with a capital stock of $25,000,000 to 
the present day with stock amounting 
to more than $500,000,000. Not con- 
tent with destroying all competition in 
the United States. Mr. Bradley aaid 
the American Tobacco Company drove 
the Imperial Tobacco Company of Great 
Britain, its chief competitor, to a com- 
promise. and obtained an agreement 
by which the Imperial yielded up all 
comnetion in the United States. 

"France, Austria, Italy, Portugal 
and other countries each meanwhile 
decreed that the government would 
buy and import tobacco as a business, 
the profits going into the coffers of the 
government under what is known as 
the Regie system.” said Mr. Bradley. 
"The American Tobacco Company, see- 
ing the danger in this direction, enter- 
ed into a conspiracy with the Regie 
agents by which the territory should 
be and was divided, all agreeing to pay 
the same fixed price, and allotting the 
terrritory into well-defined districts so 
that there coul l be no conflict of in- 
terests. ” 

Thus the producers found themselves 
powerless and hemmed in on every 
side,” continued Mr. Bradley, "and 
after appealing to congress without 
effect, a* * ’sat resort organiz'd the 
pooling *«cie*i*»* which resulted in a 
saturnalia of crime in Kentucky and 
Tennessee ” While denouncing the 
night rider outrages, Mr. Bradley de- 
clared that the tobacco growera 
were so sorelv pressed that thev were 
forced to combine to protect them- 
selves, and that the crimes which re- 
sulted were due to the trust's oppres- 
sion. "If congreaa refuses relief, in 
my judgment,” said Mr. Bradlev. 
"the same conduct will be re-enacted, 
people terrorized, and the states mate- 
rially injured.” 

Before reviewing the tobacco legis- 
lation resulting in the conditions which 
he represented as existing, Mr. Brad- 
ley said; “I will state that, under the 
present statutes and rulings of the 
Com miasioner of Internal Revenue, the 
producers are so hampered and restrict- 
ed hfi the sale of their leaf tobacco, that 
they pre substancially placed at the 
mercy of the great trust which haa 
blighted their hopes and deeolated their 
homes. ’ ’

From the April number of' ‘Tobacco" 
a trade journal published in London, 
England, I take the following excrept. 
I.et tobacco growers read and ponder. 
I am content to point out that English 
tobacco merchants are comforting 
them«elve* in the hope that the Asso- 
ciation* will be disrupted, in the event 
English merchants feel confident pree- 
ent orices to producer* will be lowered. 
And English tobacco merchants are 
clearly right in their deductions Pres- 
ent price#, wholly inadequate from a 
producer's standpoint, will surely go 
lower if farmer* cease to co-operate. 
Here is the clipping: 

"One item of interest to manufac- 
turers I* that recently the Farmer*’ 
As'ocistion show* signs of weakening, 
or rather it is that the farmers are in 
open rebellion again*t the officials and 
their mismanagement, and in *om« in- 
stance* have demanded the right to 
sell their toliacco loose in the open 
market# as of old; this may be taken 
as a very hopeful sign, as it will en- 
able operators to secure tobaccos in 
smaller quantities than the pooling 
committee demanded. To save their 
face a* far as poasible, the officials of 
of the Aasaciation have granted the 
farmers f he permission demanded. ’Ti* 
n »«v<*r»c t« *»v sucb authorise wa# not 
really necessary, as the farmers are ao 
disgusted that they had decided to take 
the bull by the horns and look after

Hmwnwood hurried her second relief 
(min at noon tudav loaded with provis 
ion*, clothing and necessary articles, 
and forty nurse*. Tonight three per- 
sona are still unaccounted for. Two 
children were found dead two miles 
from the town, having been blown that 
distance. A special train will leave 
Zephvr tonight for Temple carrying 
th>* more seriously injured to tb* hos- 
pital. 

The storm was three hundred yards 
wide, and swept the earth for only a 
abort distance, probably for leas than a 
mile. The fury ia conaidered the most 
terrific of any tornado ever experienced 
in this section. J. E. Clingman. E. E. 
K'rkpatrich and nine surgeons, who 
formed the first party ou* of R*n*n- 
wood, found a desolate scene awaiting 
t s err. The hillsides, at Zephyr were 
covered with bodies of dead animals 
and human beings and debris. The 
ruins were dimly lighted by the burn- 
ing buildings, and the cries of the 
wounded rose above the sound of the 
a'apicnt*. which threatened a second 
storm. 

A hog roaming through the debria- 
atrewn streets was killed while at- 
tempting to devour the body of sn in- 
fant. The bodies were found twisted 
about trees and in every conceivable 
shape. 

Persons walked the streets almost 
naked erving

Missourian, died at his home in Kansas 
City Tuesday, on Thursday afternoon 
preceding he suffered a stroke of apo- 
plexy and remained unconscious unfit 
he died. 

Mr. Crittenden was 77 years of age. 
He was born in Shelby county, Ken- 
tucky, and received his education at 
Center College, Danville. Among his 
classmates were W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge and John Young Brown. He 
went to Missouri before the Civil war 
ami later formed a law partnership 
with Francis M. Cockrell, afterwards 
United States senator. In 1878 Mr. 
Crittenden became governor of Missou- 
ri and it wet to him that Frank James, 
the noted outlaw, layad down hie arma 
He waa eonvel general to Mexico un- 
der President Cleveland. T. T. Crit- 
tenden, Jr„ ia mayor of Kanaaa City.

vas. the rattle ol blecks aloft, the 
thousand n is s emitted by the strug- 
gling fabric i::. '.. r foot. I sei the swirl 
Of snow ; the cr*. <'• d seas, hulling In 
madness; the gle.ua of pursuing Ice- 
fields; the tow 'ring pinnacles of glsnt 
bergs overhanging our m isf-h ads; 
the flying clouds, and the settling 
down about us of tli • ghostly frost fog 
I feel the wild plunge down in'o the 
hollow; the sickening, staggering ef- 
fort to climb up; the dizzy balancing 
upon the crest, and that awful drop 
'again Into the hell below! 

No man on board will ever know 
how we made ll ; how we ever found 
passage through those wind-lashed 
channels; how »> ever kept upright 
under the pounding of that sea; how 
the Sea Queen ever shook her trem- 
bling decks free from the tons of tee 
and water, and rose staggering to the 
crest. Once our engines broke, and 
for two hours we rolled helplessly, 
while McKnlght and the Chilean tin- 
kered at the damaged machinery, and 
the great waves buried us. and 
smashed the charthouse Into frag 
ments.
